The Morning Session. 

Director-General Davis did not fare so well 
at the morning session of the commission as 
he did at the afternoon session.

A Demand for Reciprocity. 

Bosrox. Mass., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—The 
members of the National Shoe Manufacturers’

business situation in their industry. The 
questions of advances in the prices of goods 
as a result of the higher cost of leather and 
the guaranteeing of goods were discussed.

BARKER BROS. GO UNDER. 


THE BIG PRILADELPHIA HOUSE 
_ MEETS WITH DISASTER, 


Financial Circles Startled by the Announce- 
ment of the Failure, the Wrecked Con- 
cern Being Closely Allied with Many 
Other Large Financial Institutions— 
‘Liabilities Variously Estimated at from 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000—The Day's 
Speculation in Wall Street, 

Paitapetrata, Pa., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
Financial circles, not only of Philadelphla 
but throughout the world, were startled today 
by the failure of Barker Bros. & Co., one of 
the best-known firms of bankers in the coun- 
try. Abraham Barker, the senior partner, has 
been welland favorably known in the busi- 
ness world for over fifty years, while the junior 
partner is n Barker, whose name is fa- 
miliar both in finaneial and political circies 
throughout the country. He can well claim 
the title of the “original Harrison man, as 


be was for years an earnest advocate of the 


nomination of Mr. Harrison for the Presi- 
dency. In State politics he is a leader among 
independent thinkers, and took a prominent 
part in the recent campaign. The firm of 
Barker Bros. & Co. came prominently be- 
fore the country as the projector of the great 
Chinese-American bank which was to have 
branches in Berlin, Paris, London, Liverpool, 
New York, Chicago, and all the principal cities 
of Europe and America, It was also largely 
identified with many other great financial 
projects. 

The announcement of the failure was first

time the assignment made by the Messrs. 
Barker, individually and as a firm, to Edward 
Mellor, a son-in-law of Abraham, was record- 
ed in the office of the Recorder of Deeds. Neither 
Mr. Mellor nor the members of the firm 
would make any statement as to their stand- 
ing, and the amounts of their assets and 
liabilities are not accurately known, but the 
liabilities are variously estimated at from 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000. Wharton Barker was 
also the founder and President of the Finance 
Company of Pennsylvania, with a capital of 
$5,000,000, and the announcement of his fail- 
ure on the exchange caused an immediate 
drop in the price of that stock, ich was 
offered at 70 with no purchasers. For a time 
stanfing of 
that institution, but a meeting of the direct- 
ors was hastily called and Mr. Barker tender- 
ing his. resignation, Charlemagne Tower Jr., 
the Vice-President, was elected in his place 
and the board announced that they were fully 
able to meet any demands upon them. 
Wharton Barker was also the principal or- 
ganizer of the Investment Company of Phila 
delphia, which is now located at No. 310 
Chestnut street. This company was chartered 
May 29, 1871, with an authorized capital of 
$4,000,000. Dec. 1, 1889, the surplus or undi- 
vided profits were $452,000. The stock divi- 
dends were 6 per cent. Mr. Barker was 
Vice-President of this company up to the or- 
ganization of the Finance Company of Penn- 
sylvania, when he resigned the position to be- 
come President of the latter organization. 
The directors of the Investment Company aiso 
met as soon as the failure was announced, but 
that institution was thoroughly sound. 
Cause of the Failure. 


The cause for the suspension of the great 
banking house of Barker Bros. is supposed to 
be the big drop in thé prices of the bonds of 
the Oregon Pacific railroad. It is known that 
the firm :

$5,000,000 more 
its first-mortgage bonds and the prices 
immediately dropped. It is supposed 
that no payments for a large part of the 
placed securities had ever been made, and that 
Barker Bros. had no intention of buying 
them, but had them put out for friends who 
have failed to meet their obligations. This 
wasa dead loss of several millions to start 
with, and added to what investments in the 
road the house had made for itself formed a 
barrier too great to be successfully crossed at 
this period of general financial depression. 

The Oregon Transportation com pany, after- 
wards the American Company of New York, 
whicn recently failed, was another insecure 
concern in which the house invested consid- 
erable money and lost. It is said that Barker 
Bros. also had quite extensive interests in the 
Ohio and Northwestern railroad, which went 
to smash not long since; the San Antonio and 
Aransas Fass railroad, which went into a re- 
ceiver’s hands July 14; and the Charleston, 
Cincinnati and Chicago railroad. Besides 
these the firm was at one time and is supposed 
still to be the Philadelphia correspondents of 
Baring Bros., the great London banking house 
which was recently tided over a financial 
stress by the Bank of England. 

Barker Bros. did not do an extensive business 
on the street, and were probably not interested 
in more than 1,000shares of stock there. They 
borrowed but little money in this city. When 
needing funds they usually went to New York. 

It is said that A. J. Drexel heard of the 
failure with astonisment, and remarked that 
he would have readily helped Barker Bros. 
out of their difficulty had he known it in time. 
He said, moreover, that he believed the assign- 
ment was unnecessary. 

Mr. Wharton Barker said this afternoon: 
“The assignment 1s unavoidable. We hoped 
to be able to avert it, but it was impossible, 
People who owed us money and upon whom 
we depended did not pay us. We expected 
that they would do so, but they failed to meet 
their engagements and now we have failed to 
meet ours. That is all that can be said now. 
Of course the condition of the money market 
has much to do with the trouble. The step 
was necessary for the protection of our cus- 
tomers.” 

Mr. Abraham Barker, in December, 1887, 
completed ms fiftieth year as a successful 
banker, and the occasion was celebrated by a 
dinner in his honor. 

A syndicate consisting of Drexel & Co., 
Brown Bros. & Co., the Provident Life and 
Trust company, and the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, tor the Insurance of Lives and 
the Granting of Annuities, has been 
formed for the purpose of advancing 
to the Finance company of Pennsylvania any 
amount of money that may be necessary to 
meet its outstanding liabilities. It asserted 
that the company is certainly solvent, and 
with the assistance of the syndicate will be 
able to tide over the crisis in its affairs caused 
by the failure’ of its President, Wharton 
Barker. 

The general impression on the street is that 
the firm will be able to pay dollar for dollar 
and be able in time to resume business. The 
firm is rich toduy,“ said a Fourth street 
broker, and for the life of me I do not see 
why they were ever compelled to assign. It is 
hard, after an honorable and successful career 
covering a period of nearly fifty years, that 
they should be brought to this.

RUN ON THE SAVINGS BANKS. 


Small Depositors Make a Rush to Get ‘Their 
Money in Their Own Hands. 

New York, Nov. 20.—A wild-eyed, surging, 
jabbering mob of 2,000 panic-stricken deposit 
ors pressed against the doors of the Citizens“ 
Saving Bank, corner Cafial and the Bowery, to- 
day and demanded their money. The mob 
practically laid siege to the bank and surround- 
ed it. They were mostly residents of Ludlow, 
Orchard, and other streets which comprise the 
Polish quarter. 

It was only yesterday that they heard of the 
panicky times in Wall street, and the news was 
spread in the neighborhood until it finally 
created a panic and started a run on the bank 
where the inhabitants’ savings had been de- 
posited. Many of the depositors camped out 
all night on the steps of the bank. 
Capt. McCullagh and a large force of police 
were on hand today to preserve order. 
A line was finally formed and allday the run 
continued. There was, of course, more than 
ample funds to meet today’s withdrawals, 
which footed up $90,000. Wednesday $113,000 
was taken from the bank. This is tne fourth 
run in the history of the institution. 

Newark, N. J., Nov. 20.—The run on the 
Howard Savings Bank abated somewhat this 
afternoon. Many of the depositors, learning 
that they could have the safety of their de- 
posits guaranteed, went to a guarantee com- 
pany andinsured them. The bank directors 
made an official statement declaring. that the 
stocks and securities were all safe -and there 
wasno danger of a collapse. They expect 
that the run will abate tomorrow. The scare 
seems nearly over. Confidence is being re- 
stored by the assurance of safety.

CHICAGO ABSCONDER IN THE TOILS. 


W. 8. Wharton, the Insurance Swindler, 
Arrested in Philadelphia. 

Purrapetpaia, Pa., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
W. 8. Wharto n, the absconding President of 
the Columbia National Insurance company of 
Chicago, who has been missing since Oct. 27 
from Chicago with upwards of $60,000, was 
arrested last night at Zeiss’ Hotel in this city, 
charged with swindling by means of issuing 
false notes and valueless policies, Wharton’s 
victims number over one hundred, consisting 
of all classes. His two heaviest victims are 
the United States Loan company, No. 87 Clark 
street, and the Chicago Trust and Savings 
company. The first suffered to the extent of 
$1,600 and the latter $2,600, 


W. S. Wharton is the money-lender who had 
an office at No. 162 Washington street and 
disappeared leaving about $50,000 in debta. 
He loaned money on mortgages, which he 
hypothecated at the Chicago Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank and the United States Loan com- 
pany’s offices. Just before he left the two in- 
stitutions learned they held duplicate notes 
securing the same property. Wharton’s 
method was said to have been to notify his 
customers that a new mortgage was necessary 
and when it was made would retain 
the old one, thus being able to dis 
pose of one to each of the institutions 
mentioned. It was claimed that the enor- 
mous rate of interest Wharton paid for the 
use of the money advanced’ him and his len- 
ieucy toward borrowers caused the financial 
embarrassment which led to his departure. 
Before leaving he borrowed various sums of 
money from everybody he knew. He has a 
wife Jiving on North Clark street who is left 
unprovided for. 

It was also said at the time of his disappear- 
ance that the bank and loan company would 
not prosecute him owing to the fact that 
through the big interest he paid them they 
would lose nothing on the whole of his busi- 
ness transactions. Wharton was said to be 
connected with a number of shady insurance 
companies,

BETTER HONORABLE RETREAT THAN 
DISHONORABLE DEFEAT. 

The 19th of June, 1888, John M. Thurston 
of Nebraska, on assuming the position of 
Temporary Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention said: ; 

I thank you, gentlemen, not for myself alone, 
but on behalf of that great and growing West 
which never disappoints the expectations of the 
Republican party. I come from a State whose 
broad domain has been largely appropriated by 
the surviving vecerans of the Army of the Re- 
public under the beneficent provisions of the home- 
stead and preémption laws enacted by a Repub- 
lican Congress, and true to the heroic recollec- 
tions of the past the homesteaders of the West 
still march on under the banners of Republican- 


I 

These pl were redeemed at the elec- 
tion in November, 1888. Nebraska and the 
neighboring States of Iowa, Minnesota, and 
Kansas marched under the banners of Repub- 
licanism. Of their twenty-six members of 
Congress twenty-five were Republicans. But 
at the election held the 4th of November last 
the homesteaders did not come up to the ex- 
pectations of the Republican party or of Mr. 
Thurston. Of the twenty-six Congressmnen 
nine are Republicans. What was the matter? 
Mr. Thurston, who is now in New York, says 
in explanation: 


I have been a great believer in the protection 
policy, but I must confess that there was a great 
demand out West for a reduction in the tariff. 
In fact, I think the people expected a reduction. 
The duty was made a little higher on woolen 
goods, which was considered unnecessary by 
many. It simply gave the Democrats a chance to 
attack the Tariff law and alarm the people. 
Since the election Mr. Blaine is the most popular 
Republican in the West. If he consents to be- 
come a candidate in 1892 he will surely have the 
delegates from the Western States. 


It appears, then, that it was the McKinley bill 
which stampeded the loyal homesteaders. 

But Mr. Thurston remembers well that 
when he was making speeches in Nebraska in 
1888 he did not tell the farmers that it was 
the intention of the Republicans if they won 
to put up the prices of imported goods so 
high by prohibitory duties that they could not 
buy them, and to raise at the same time the 
price of many home-made articles, especially 
clothing and bedding. He promised them, on 
behalf of the Republican party, lessened, not 
increased, living expenses. Had he told the 
farmers woolen goods were to be made dearer, 
Nebraska would not have voted for Harri- 
son. 

“ The great and growing West, which never 
disappoints the expectations of the Republic- 
an party, has expressed itself in tolerably 
plam language about the McKinley bill. Does 
Mr. Thurston think its voice should be héed- 
ed. He does not say so in his interview, but 
as a sensible man he is, probably con- 
vinced in his heart that the only wise 


of the McKinley bill. Todo that is not to 
abandon the principle of protection, of which 
Mr. Thurston is a stanch supporter. There 
will be abundant protection for American in- 
dustries after that most unfortunate bill is 
repealed, or if there is not itcan be given by 
taking off duties on the raw materials of 
manufacturers, and thus at the same time re- 
heving them and helping the consumers. 

If Mr. Thurston is anxious to save the West 
to the Republican party he will use what 
influence he has to get it out of the 
marsh into which it has floundered and 
back to firm land. The Republican party has 
wandered off the hard, beaten road and is 
stuck in the swamps. To say that honor 
or “‘ consistency” requires it to wallow in 
the morass till it sinks out of sight is to say 
that Gen. Grant blundered when he changed 
his plans, lifted his army out of the overflowed 
Arkansas lowlands, and planted it on the Mis- 
sissippi bluffs. 

THE LATE BARING BROS.’ BANK. 

The history of the firm of Baring Bros. spans 
far into each of two centuries. Early in the 
eighteenth John Baring went from Bremen to 
Exeter, England. His son, Sir francis, be- 
came a merchant m London, a director in the 
East India company, and was knighted in 
recognition of his prominence and financial 
success. It is said to have been largely 
through his influence that the charter of the 
East India company was renewed in’ 1797. 
Two of his sons married daughtets of Senator 
Bingham of Pennsylvania about the year 1800. 
Their descendants are the chief partners in 
the house, and three of them are peers of the 
realm, though Lord Ravelstoke is the only 
one of them who is now a member of the 
banking firm. The other two peers ate the Earl 
of Northbrook and Lord Ashburton. The chief 
business of the house for the last quarter of a 
century has been the placing of loans by for- 
eign countries on the English market. About 
five years ago it became the financial agent 
m Europe for the Argentine Republic, which 
fact was the principal cause of the catastro- 
phe. It has also taken an important part in 
the American market for securities, acting 
through Kidder, Peabody & Co. It carried 
through the reorganization of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé road after that line had 
failed to earn :ts fixed charges more than two 
years ago, and more recently has been inter- 
ested in the promotion of the brewery and 
stock-yards capitalizations in this part of the 
world. It is not understood that any losses

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The Indianapolis Journal says in an article 
defending the McKinley bill and urging the 
Republicans to stand by it to the bitter end, 
„% The course of Tun Trrsunz has been very 
wabbling on the tariff question.“ This is the 
talk of the drunken man who moralizes on 
the giddy way in which lampposts, houses, and 
other objects are waltzing around him while 
he stands immovable. 

The wabbling and the flopping on the tariff 
question have been done by the Journal and 
the other members of that combination which 
is seeking to substitute the new creed of tariff 
prohibition for the old one of tariff protection. 
May 1, 1882, the Journal, under the same edi- 
torial management then as now, spoke thus: 

The Republican party is fully committed to 4 
tariff for revenue, embracing also the principle of 
protection. Among the friends of protection there 
is, however, a diversity of opinion as to how far 
the protective principle should becarried. To 
nearly all our manufacturing interests which en- 
counter foreign competition a measure of protec- 
tion is essential. But the protective duty in any 
one given cate may easily be fixed so high as to 
unduly enhance epecific values and abnormally 
enlarge individual profits. That is clearly an 
abuse of the principle. Nothing is more natural, 
however, than for the individuals thus benefited 
not only to OBJECT To A REDUCTION but to advo- 
cate an increase.of a duty so profitable to them 
selves. It is thie clase who are now so persistently 
urging a higher tariff. Powerful means are being 
employed to effect their purposes. The most for- 
midable of these, perhaps. is the determined 
effort to abolish the entire system of internal rev- 
enue From this source the Government derives 
annually an income of about $130,000,000. From 
the tariff the revenue is $193,000,000. To abolish 
the internal revenue would require $130,000,000 
more to be raised by the tariff than it now pro- 
duces. That would nearly double the present 
tariff duties, and would carry protection far be- 
yond ite legitimate office and convert it into ah 
instrument of monopoly. The principal part of 
the internal revenue is derived from the taxes on 
whisky and tobacco. The Journal does not hesi- 
tate to say that THESE TAXES SHOULD BE RE- 
TAINED. Thesmaller class of taxes should be 
abolished, but the great agricultural regions will 
not assent to the destruction of the whole internal 
system for the purpose of an indiscriminate exten- 
sion and enlargement of protection by means of an 
overincrease of the tariff. 

This is good, sound, honest doctrine. Wo uld 
that it had stuck by it. Had it and the other 
wabblers and backsliders done so Indiana 
would not today be Democratic by 21,000, 
with only two Republican House members 
and a Legislature two-thirds Democratic. 
The doctrine preached in the above extract is 
that of Garfield and Arthur, of the Repubhcan 
Revenue Commission of ’82-’83, and the Tariff, 
Reform bill of 1883. The Journal’s statement 
is an admirable exposition of the doctrines of 
the Republican party. It expresses the vicws of 
this paper then, since, and now. For Tus 
Txrrsung has not varied a hair’s breadth since 
then. It is loyal still to the Garfield and 
Arthur tariff doctrine, and has not exchanged 
their leadership for that of Quay and McKin- 
ley, as the Journal has. It stands by the 
faith once committed to the saints,” and 
lends no ear to the bogus revelations of 
Messrs. Burrows, La Follette, Gear, McKinley, 
et al. 

But that Journal, which in 1882 opposed 
prohibitory tariffs which were intended to 
make the importation of foreign goods impos- 
sible, which said that duties must not be so 
high as to abnormally enlarge individual 
profits, and which declared that the internal 
revenue taxes (on liquor and tobacco) must 
not be abolished, has wabbled and de- 
flected so far from its former position that it 
now advocates increased duties merely be- 
cause they will be beneficial to the Eastern 
mill bosses, and it would if it dared repeal 
all the internal revenue taxes, that it might 
have an excuse for making customs duties 
higher yet for the benefit of the fat fryers. 

The odious McKinley plank of 1888 was a 
declaration in favor of the repeal of the whisky 
taxes; but when the time came to draft the 
McKinley bill it was decided by the bosses 
that it would be a risky experiment to meddle 
with them. So as the next best thing it was 
determined to give away the $56,000,000 from 
sugar, which was a purely revénue 
duty, and make good the shortage by 
higher duties on clothing, blankets, 
carpets, glass, cutlery, tin, white lead, 
and other necessary things. Another reason 
why the mill boss plotters and their Congres- 
sional agents thought the remission of the 
sugar duties the most advisable was that they 
could point with pride the Western farm- 
ers to this grand concession” which had 
been made them.

ENGLISH BANKS AND THE BARINGS, 

An exchange thinks that the borrowing of 
nearly $15,000,000 by. the Bank of England 
from the Bank of France for three months at 
the rate of 3 per cent per annum Was a con- 
fession of weakness which retires the British 
institution from the position of leader for the 
rest of the financial world. The remark 
would be just but for the extraordinary eir- 
cumstances under which the loan was effected. 
There is some roam to question the wikdom of 
the agreement by which the Bank of England 
assumed a majority of the pecuniary respon- 
sibility for the enormous liabilities of the 
Baring Bros., but at this distance of place if 
not of time it is impossible to judge 
on that point with certainty, Whether 
the reported acceptance was made alto- 
gether because the examiners were satisfied 
the affairs of the Barings could be settled 
without loss to the guarantors, or partially 
for the reason that the credit of the nation 
was involved in the matter, no less than three 
Peers of the realm being closely con- 
nected with the house, may not be 
known except by the favored few in English 
Government circles, But undoubtedly the 
loan above referred to was effected for the ex- 
press purpose of enabling the directors to 
meet large payments immediately if required 
on the Barings’ claims, and to do it without 
any such impairment of reserves as would 
tend to weaken the confidence of the general 
public in its strength for the present as well 
as the future. It was an extraordinary meas- 
ure undertaken for an extraordinary reason, 
and if the reason iteelf were just the act was 
an eminently prudent one. 

The fact of large borrowing by a bank which 
has therto been an exclusive lender, and was 
especially designed by act of Parliament to 
be so, does not therefore constitute a signature 
of déchéance of its long-standing proud claim 
to be the dictator of terms to the financial 
centers of the world. At the same time it is 
within the bounds of possibility that the step 
is in the direction of a relinquishment of the 
position of leader and dictator. It certainly 
will not add to the dignity of the institution 
or its credit among the people if it shall be 
found to be sorting out the securities 
thrown upon its hands by the Barings, putting 
aside for preservation those which will keep, 
and selling off the rotten apples for good ones 
to unsuspecting folks who think the guarantee 
protects them from loss as well as the 
mother bank. Yet this is what must be ex- 
pected. For instance, the bonds issued for 
the construetion of gas and water works in 
Buenos Ayres and protected by the legal pro- 
vision that every one of the 600,000 inhabi- 
tants of that favored city must pay for the 
gas and water, whether it be used or not, are 
likely to be looked upon as sufficiently choice 
to keep without risk of spoiling. But the 
cedulas put out for many times more than the 
lands in the Argentine country are worth will 
have to be got rid of, and the venders cannot 
be expected to decry their value in the process 
of working off. So, too, the Egyptian debt 
may be held tenaciously in the hope of better 
things in the future, while the Turkish loans 
will havo to be replaced, and that without 
needlessly calling attention to the utter bank- 
ruptcy of the Ottoman Government during 
the conversion.

THE WOOL AND WOOLENS SCHEDULE. 
It is claimed by the Republican Congressmen 
who were beaten last week, by those who 
escaped by the “skin of their teeth,” and by 
the organs of the Eastern mill bosses that the 
elections went against the Republicans because 
the people believed mistakenly that clothing 
and bedding would go up in price; that they 
were led astray by the clamor and chatter of 
the dry-goods clerks to their women custom- 
ers, who misled their husbands. “There will 
be no advance in prices,” say these Congress- 
men and these organs, but there will be a 
better field for American capital and better 
employment for American labor.” 

The duties on wool and woolens were ad- 
vanced, and for one of two reasons—to raise 
revenue or to promote certain American indus- 
tries. Nobody claims it was for the first, for 
the bill was one to lessen, not to increase, rev- 
enue. All its friends asserted that it was for 
the second. They claim to have put up the 
duties on wool to promote the interests of 
sheep growers, who were being harmed, they 
said, by Australian and Argentine competi- 
tion. They said they put up the duties on man- 
ufactured woolen goods of all kinds because 
they had advanced those on raw wool, and also 
beeause the manufacturer was unable at the 
present rates to compete successfully with his 
European competitor. In other words, as it 
was going to cost the American more to man- 
ufacture goods than the European, duties must 
be raised so as to enable the former to sell his

Tun New York um has been analyzing the 
census returns from the rural counties of that 
State and finds that the «ities are absorbing 
tapidly the people of the country districts. 
Of the sixty counties in the State twonty-five 
either have remained stationary or show a 
decrease in population during the last ten 
years, and all of them are rural in the charac- 
ter of their communities. The rich farming 
county, Cayuga, for instance, had 65,081 peo- 
ple m 1880 and has but 65,185 in 1890. Chenan- 
go County, with four railroads running 
through it, has no more people now than it 
had sixty years ago. Clinton County, on 
Lake Champlain, had 50,897 people in 1880 
and now has but 45,423, having fallen back to 
the census returns of 1860. Dutchess County, 
with the large town of Poughkeepsie in it, 
has fallen off 2,000 it ten years, The Sun 
says: 

The way the city gains at the expense of the 
country is well shown in the case of Rochester. 
Monroe County, in which Rochester is situated, 
has jumped from 144,903 in 1880 to 192,696, while 
three counties, Livingston, Ontario, and Wayne, 
which adjoin it, lose in population. Livingston 
went from 39,562 down to 37,814; Ontario from 
49,541 to 48,358, and Wayne drops from 51,700 to 
49,543. All these counties showed increase in the 
previous decade. 

Oswego County loses 6,000 in the last ten years, 
for in 1380 it had a population of 77,911, while now 
it can muster but 71,749; .Onondaga County, di- 
rectly to the south, includes Syracuse, and has 
gained nearly 30,000 in population. 

Corresponding results are shown in twenty- 
five counties. In twenty-three of them there 
are actual losses, while in the preceding dec- 
ade losses were only shown in seven counties. 
What is true of New York is true nearly all 
over the country. The cities are gaining at 
the expense of the rural communities.

J went to the country when there weren’t 
any prospects except of getting your scalp 
taken off, and that was a doggoned good 
one.

That Is What the New Cruiser Concord 
‘Proves to Be. 

New York, Nov, 20,—The new cruiser Con- 
cord on the trial trip made as high as 17.7 
knots an hour, sparting at one time, it was, 
estimated, 18 knots, and maintaining an aver- 
age for the trial of 17 Knots per hour. This it 
did against a strong tidal current. 

The Concord has proved itself to be the fast- 
est gunboat. yet built for the navy. It has 
outstripped the Yorktown, which has until 
now held the best gunboat record in the serv- 
ice.

WANT BETTER FISH AND GAME LAWS. 
Wisconsin's Legislature Will Be Asked to 
Make Some Radical Changes. 

Mitwavuxes, Wis., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
The Wisconsin State Fish and Game Law 
Commission at its annual meeting held this 
afternoon discussed the report and recom- 
mendations to be made to the next Legisla- 
ture. These will recommend important and 
radical changes in the present laws. The 
commission will urge that the fish and game 
laws be so amended as to bring the operation 
and effects of both under one distinct head in 
order to avoid conflict and consequent failure. 
The present system, it will be urged, is most 
defective and unfortunate. A conflict of in- 
terests continually occurs that can only be 
avoided by the unification of the fish 
and game interests and the appoint- 
ment of one official head, warden 
manager, or chief, who will have complete and 
undisputed authority, and to whom alone all 
subordinates should report.

case. At9o’clock this morning the court- 
house bell rang, which was a signal that the 
jury had agreed, and had it been an alarm of 
fire people from all ranks and statiops of life 
would not have been more quickly 
on the ground. In less than five 
minutes all the seats and aisles and 
the corridors leading into the court-room were 
crowded. Fully 1, were admitted into the 
court-room to hear the verdict. The prisoner 
was brought in, walking with his usual ora 
step, his head erect, and the same haughty 
smile that is so tamiliar to every one who has 
seen him during the trial. 

Judge Snyder then asked the jury if they 
had agreed upon a verdict. The foreman of 
the jury then stepped forward and answered:

The verdict was then read in loud 
tones as follows: We the jury find the de- 
fendant guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and fix his punishment at imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for life.“ 

Pettit Was Unnerved. 


No sooner had these words fallen from the 
lips of the {County Clerk than Pettit’s head 
fell on his arm} which was lying on the table 
beside him, and in this

counselors gathered 
around him and gave 
him such words of en- 
couragement as they 
could to brace him up, 
but he had nothing to 
say to any one. He was 
then taken back to the 
jail. A number of cor- 
respondents went to see 
Pettit, but he had. in- 
structed the jailer to ad- 
mit no one, as he wished 
to be alone. 

The verdict was a MRS. W. F. PETTIT. 
2 surprise to many. Fully 80 per cent of 
the people who heard the evidence felt that he 
was guilty, yet they thought the defense had 
so blocked case in so many ways that it 
was likely that the jury would disagree. In- 
terviews with a number of the jury- 
men show that all of them had made up 
their minds that Pettit was guilty before the 
attorneys began their arguments, The first 
vote taken by the jury was as to the defend- 
ant’s guilt or innocence. Eleven voted guilty 
and one innocent. Immediately that one re- 
marked that he had cast that vote asa matter 
of form, and that he believed Pettit guilty, 
whereupon the second vote was taken, which 
was unanimous that he was guilty. Without 
any further discussion, but talking over other 
matters for two hours, the jury took the third 
vote, which was to determine what his punish- 

t should be. In this ballot ten voted for 
a life sentence and two for the death penalty. 
Then after a short discussion the fourth vote 


| was taken, which was unanimous for the life 


sentence. 
Will Mrs. Whitehead Be Rearrested ? 


Now comes the question whether Mrs. 

Whitehead will be rearrestea as an accom- 
lice in the case. It will be remembered that 

rs. Whitehead’s trial was postponed twice 
by the prosecution because they were deter- 
mined to bring Pettit to trial first, and under 
the statutes they could not pone the trial 
for the third time and they therefore dis- 
missed the case against her. Mr. Haywood, 
the Lafayette prosecutor, will not be inter- 
viewed on the subject as to whether Mrs. 
Whitehead will be rearrested or not. It will 
be a hard matter to locate her, for after her 
case was dismissed she went direct to Cali- 
fornia, and many of her friends. report that 
she has sailed for Australia, The latter is 
likely — a rumor. Rumor has it that Mrs. 
Whitehead’s money figured largely in the 
case just closed, for the acquittal of Pettit 
would leave her on the safe side. Mrs. White- 
head is known to be worth at least $30,000, 
while Pettit has nothing. 

[The Rev. W. F. Pettit was in July, 1889, the 

astor of a small Methodist church at Shawnee 
Kou nd, near Lafayette, Ind. July 17 of that year his 
wife died under peculiar circumstances. y 14 
she had partaken of a cup of tea that her husband 
had prepared for her, and it made her deathly 
sick. he complained of in her stomach, 

w worse, and died July 17. She was taken to 
est Monroe, N. Y., for burial. 

There were those in the neighborhood who had 
their suspicions about Mrs. Pettit's death. Among 
these was the Rev. G. W. Switzer. pastor of the 
Methodist church at Crawfordsville. The day fol- 
lowing Mrs. Pettit’s death Mr. Switzer called at

Pettit in the company of Mrs. Emma C. 
Whitehead. The tter

discovery to himself until the talk against Pettit 
had become quite general, and then he made it 
known to the authorities.
